On 20 October the Office of Security sponsored 
a briefing given by Mr. Donn B. Parker of the Stanford 
Research Institute for menbers of the Directorate. The 
presentation was broken into two parts.

The afternoon presentation specifically addressed a set of 
computer security safeguards, threat analysis, and threat 
scenario development.
